State Policeman R. W. Frutchey, 
until recently attached to the sub­ 
station of. the state police in G ettys­ 
burg, now at Huntingdon, with Troop­ 
er Nash, of the same station, has been 
assigned to investigate the dynamiting 
of the Belleville Times, a newspaper, 
early Sunday morning, according to 
information received here. 
Political 
differences, 
w-hich 
are 
blamed by Charles E. Allison, editor 
and publisher of the paper, for tho 
dynamiting outrage, have also be­ 
come manifest, it is declared, in the 
investigating of the explosion. 
For several hours after the blast, 
County Detective M. A. Davis and 
Sheriff W. H. Printz worked with 
State Policemen 
Frutchey and Nash. 
Monday two separate investigations 
were under way with the county de­ 
tective allying himself with several 
constables. 
Those in the section say Davis and 
the sheriff are not friends, either, po­ 
litically or otherwise, and that Davis 
is aspiring for the office of sheriff in 
the next Mifflin county election. 
Meanwhile, little progress is being 
made toward? a solution of the explo- 
siyi and outside of several inirtot dis- 
ooveries Monday there w-erc no new 
developanents in the case.

W'lth these discoveries, it w-as be­ 
lieved that She dynam iters planned 
anti rigged up their explosive charge 
in the shed and from there went to tho 
Times building. 
The robbery of the explosive store­ 
house of the Lewistown and Reedsville 
Railway Company, 
along the same 
oat! andi about fifteen miles from the 
scene of the blast, was also discovered 
Monday and reported to the police. 
'Hie thieve*, after breaking several 
locks on one of the doors, removed 
twelve sticks of dynamite, fifty feet of 
the yellow fuse, nine electric caps and 
seventy-five ordinary fuse caps. 
The electric cap and the several 
pieces of fuse were identified as a 
parti of the loot stolen from the rail­ 
way company’s storehouse. 
So far, the police have been ham­ 
pered in their investigations by their 
failure to get distinguishable finger­ 
prints from any of the recovered ar­ 
ticles. 
It is ho|>ed, however, th at a 
search of tile storehouse may reveal 
one or more of these.
